BP finally choked off the flow of oil into 
the Gulf of Mexico on Thursday — 85 days 
and up to 697 million litres after the crisis 
unfolded — then began a tense 48 hours 
of watching to see whether the capped-off 
well would hold or blow a new leak. 

To the relief of millions of people along 
the Gulf Coast, the big, billowing brown 
cloud of crude at the bottom of the sea dis¬ 
appeared from the underwater video feed 
for the first time since the disaster began 
in April, as BP closed the last of three 
openings in the 75-ton cap lowered onto 
the well earlier this week. 

But the company stopped far short of 
declaring victory over the biggest offshore 
oil spill in U.S. history and one of the 
nation’s worst environmental disasters, a 
catastrophe that has killed wildlife and 
threatened the livelihoods of fishermen,

Luring 
conviction 
upheld by 
top court 


O Levigne did not take ‘reasonable 
steps’ to determine if person he 
chatted with was underage: Judge 


The country’s top court has 
upheld the conviction of an 
Edmonton man charged 
with luring a 13-year-old 
boy online. 

In a unanimous 9-0 rul¬ 
ing released Thursday, the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
dismissed Michell Rayal 
Levigne’s appeal. 

Writing for the court, 
Justice Morris J. Fish said 
that under the law, Levigne 
is presumed to have be¬ 
lieved that a police officer 
who baited him on the In¬ 
ternet was a 13-year-old boy 
calling himself Jessy G. 

“He is presumed by law 
to have believed that he 
was communicating with 
an underage sexual target,” 
Fish wrote. “The constitu¬ 
tional validity of that pre¬ 
sumption is not in issue.” 

The ruling came as a re¬ 
lief to the Canadian Centre 
for Child Protection, a 
group that runs a tipline

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Vatican issues 
new rules for 
abuse cases 


The Vatican revised its in- 
house rules to deal with 
clerical sex abuse cases 
Thursday, targeting priests 
who molest the mentally 
disabled as well as children 
and doubling the statute of 
limitations for such crimes. 

Abuse victims said the 
rules are little more than 
administrative housekeep¬ 
ing since they made few 
substantive changes to cur¬ 
rent practice, and what is 
needed are bold new rules 
to punish bishops who 
shield pedophiles.

A rock ’n’ roll Merlin! A 
blend of horror, comedy, 
and music, Son of Dracula 
stars Ringo Starr as the 
wizard in a story that 
could only have emerged 
from the drug addled 
1970s. The stoiy scarcely 
makes sense, but it is fun 
to see Ringo and co-star 
Harry Nilsson (and cameos 
by rock legends John Bon¬ 
ham and Keith Moon).

In The Spaceman and

Hype and anticipation can 
sabotage even the best 
movies, but somehow 
Christopher Nolan’s long- 
awaiting, mystery-shroud¬ 
ed Inception manages to 
not just survive all the ex¬ 
pectations loaded onto it 
but surpass them. 

It’s easily the best film of 
the year so far. And as for 
all that mystery and radio 
silence, it’s true that Incep¬ 
tion works best when you 
go into it knowing as little 
as possible, but that 
doesn’t mean knowing 
what it’s about will ruin it. 

Not that we’re about to 
tell you everything that 
happens. Simply put, 
Inception follows Cobb 
(Leonardo DiCaprio), an 
expert in a form of corpo¬ 
rate espionage that 
involves stealing informa¬ 
tion through people’s 


dreams, as he mounts a 
seemingly impossible heist 
in the hopes of clearing his 
name and reuniting with 
his family. The fact that 
something this far-fetched 
seems perfectly plausible 
on screen is a testament to 
how good writer/director 
Nolan is. 

Nolan can’t take all the 
credit for this, as DiCaprio 
and the rest of the cast 
shine in their roles. 

Notable standouts are a 


dashing Thomas Hardy as 
quippy counterfeiter and 
Ellen Page as an architec¬ 
tural student — and the 
audience’s best vantage 
point into the story. 

Overall, the film deliv¬ 
ers on all levels, mixing 
suspense, gunplay, 
romance, mind-bending 
effects and thought- 
provoking themes.

Isolated by harsh terrain, 
unforgiving climate, and 
political unrest, Zanskar 
is a community that 
receives little care from 
the Indian government. 

Things have reached 
such a dire state that al¬ 
most the entire popula¬ 
tion is illiterate and as a 
result the area might 
lose its longstanding ad¬ 
herence to Tibetan lan¬ 
guage. 

This is the backdrop 
for Journey From 
Zanskar, and it can be 
difficult to watch how 
impoverished and 
dismissed the people 
have become. 

The documentaiy fol¬ 
lows a pair of Buddhist 
priests who come to the 
community to take the 
most promising children 
away for free education. 

Shot with a skeleton 
crew by director Freder¬ 


ick Marx, the film close¬ 
ly follows its subjects on 
a long and treacherous 
journey. Though the 
families are happy to 
give their kids up for a 
future with some hope, 
it’s still painful to see 
them separated as the 
children are as young as 
four and won’t return 
home for at least 10 
years. 

Fearing attacks from 
religious extremists on 
the main roads, the 
monks, children, and a 
few horses embark on a 
journey on foot across 
the mountains to their 
school. It’s a nearly im¬ 
possible trip that Marx 
captures with unflinch¬ 
ing honesty that can be 
difficult to watch, but is 
richly rewarding. 

Narrated by Richard 
Gere, the movie is open 
to criticism for being 
propagandistic, but 
Marx keeps things from 
ever becoming too

C ourtney Love 
isn’t crazy. At 
least not the 
Courtney I’ve 
been talking to. 

Since March, I’ve spent 
hours talking with her, 
both on the phone and 
face-to-face. Our talks 
have covered eveiything 
from how her new 
album, Nobody’s Daugh¬ 
ter, came to be to why her 
spelling and grammar is 
so bad when she posts 
messages to Twitter. 

Our last conversation 
took place in her 
dressing room well after 
midnight last Saturday. 
Hole v2.0 had just played 
a pretty smokin’ set in 
front of 2,000 adoring 
fans. Courtney seemed 
pleased with how the 
evening went. But then 
she looked over at a 
sheaf of papers on the 
counter and sighed. 

“This is what I do. I 
work on this stuff for 14 
hours a day. Then I play a 
show.” 

That “stuff” involves 
her mission to expose 
what she says is a 
massive fraud that’s been 
perpetrated upon her and 
the estate of Kurt Cobain. 
Few people apparently 
take her seriously. No 
one, that is, except Court¬ 
ney’s Twitter Army who 
are helping to organize 
and codify pages and 
pages of evidence. 

“I’ve been putting up 
documents, powers of at¬ 
torney and legal papers 
that clearly show what’s 


happened. How could 
that be my signature on a 
document signed in L.A. 
when I was in New York 
at the time? How could 
money be moved in 
Frances Bean’s (her 
estranged daughter’s) 
name to Geneva and 
Zurich without me know¬ 
ing about it?” 

She slumps in her 
chair and starts taking 
off the night’s makeup. 
“I’m now doing FBI hand¬ 
writing analysis to prove 
that those weren’t my 
signatures.” She goes on 
to explain how nine 
accountants and a bevy 
of lawyers all managed to 
divert money into unau¬ 
thorized places like prop¬ 
erties purchased on 
behalf of a variety of peo¬ 
ple allegedly named 
Cobain.

A lot can happen in 10 
years. Just ask We Are Sci¬ 
entists. When the Brook¬ 
lyn-based band started 
playing in 2000 about 15 
people attended their gigs. 
Now they’re huge in Eng¬ 
land, they’ve played Glas¬ 
tonbury, they’ve gone 
from a trio to a duo and 
they’ve lived through the 
music industry’s messy 
changes. 

“We were the last band 
to get an old school style 
major label deal,” says 
singer Keith Murray. “Now 
everyone is terrified all 
the time.” 

Well, not everyone. We 
are Scientists may not be a 
household name in Ameri¬ 
ca, but in England Murray 
gets recognized in bars. 
That’s helped the band 
stay afloat in this uncer¬ 
tain music business. 

“We keep ourselves go¬ 
ing with revenue mostly 
from the U.K.,” he says. 
“We are more than a 
break even band in the 
U.S., but we’re not wor¬ 
ried about whether we’ll 
have enough money to 
survive.” 

A lot of American 
bands are big in the U.K., 
but, if you didn’t know 
much about the group, 
you could mistake them 
for being British. They’ve

With Love and Squalor, 
their 2005 major label de¬ 
but.

Cavendish

Mark Renshaw was 
expelled from the Tour de 
France for illegally head¬ 
butting a rival in a 
frenzied final sprint of the 
11th stage won by 
teammate Mark Cavendish 
on Thursday. 

Andy Schleclc of Luxem¬ 
bourg retained the overall 
lead, cruising into the fin¬ 
ish in the pack after riding 
part of the stage 
discussing a vacation with 
his main rival for the title 
— defending champion Al¬ 
berto Contador. 

Renshaw, Cavendish’s 
lead-out man on HTC Co¬ 
lumbia, rammed his head 
three times into the shoul¬ 
der of Julian Dean of New 
Zealand — the lead-out 
man for Tyler Farrar on 
Garmin-Transitions — in 
an apparent bid to push 
him out of the way during 
the final sprint. Dean was 
leading the pack at the 
time. 

“This is cycling, it’s not 
wrestling,” course director 
Jean-Francois Pescheux 
said. He added removing 
Renshaw was “severe” 
punishment, but that his 
violation was “flagrant.” 

“There are rules to 
respect,” he said. 

After reviewing video of 
the sprint finish, the race 
jury said Renshaw was “re¬ 
moved from the competi¬ 
tion for a particularly 
serious case.” They also 
said he was fined 200 
Swiss francs ($198) for a 
grave case of “irregular 
sprint.”

O Report calls for $5 fee on hockey tickets to help pay for new arena

The city should hand hock¬ 
ey fans a $5 surcharge to 
their tickets to help pay for 
a new arena in Edmon¬ 
ton’s downtown, a report 
from City Hall suggests. 

And new home and busi¬ 
ness owners who want to be 
near the rink would also 
pay more in tax levies to put 
a dent in the massive bill, 
said the report. 

The report says the sur¬ 
charge would generate up 
to $10.8 million a year to 
pay off a $135-million loan 
needed to cover capital 
costs. 

And since building the 
downtown rink will now 
cost up to $450 million, the 
report says, a tax levy 
enough to provide up to 
$11.2 million in annual rev¬ 
enue could cover $140 mil¬ 
lion in capital cost debts. 

“A new downtown arena 
with an increase in the 
number of seats and other 
amenities can increase the 
revenue available to the 
team, thereby enhancing 
the team’s financial compet¬ 
itiveness,” the report said. 
“As well, existing city finan¬ 
cial commitments to the op¬ 
erations at Rexall Place may 
be transferred to the opera¬ 
tions of a new facility.”

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A historic day at 
the good Old Course 


O Rory Mcllroy, 21, posts a 63 to 
match lowest score ever at a major 


In the 137 years since the 
British Open first came to 
St. Andrews, the Old Course 
rarely has been such a 
pushover. Rarer still was 
the score Roiy Mcllroy deli¬ 
vered. 

Whether it was the luck 
of the draw or his tantali¬ 
zing talent really didn’t 
matter. 

In conditions so calm 
that not a hair on his consi¬ 
derable mop was out of pla¬ 
ce, Mcllroy set off on an 
incredible run into the re¬ 
cord book Thursday with a 
9-under 63 that gave him a 
two-shot lead. 

“Going out there this 
morning with no wind, 
you’re never going to get St. 
Andrews playing any easi¬ 
er,” Mcllroy said. 

It was just as easy for 
John Daly, a former cham¬ 
pion at St. Andrews and 


now the ultimate long shot. 
He first energized the galle- 
iy by bashing tee shots and 
making enough birdies for 
a 66, matching his best sco¬ 
re in the British Open. 

And it was just as easy 
for Tiger Woods, who ran 
off three straight birdies la¬ 
te in his round for a 67. 

There were 45 rounds in 
the 60s, 73 players broke 
par and the average score 
was under par — 71.75. Mi¬ 
ke Weir of Bright’s Grove, 
Ont., was among those who 
didn’t get in on the action, 
firing a 73. 

On the other hand, no 
one took advantage like 
Mcllroy, a 21-year-old from 
Northern Ireland with a ga¬ 
me beyond his years. His 63 
tied the lowest score in any 
major, and it was only the 
second such score at St. An¬ 
drews .
